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During the end of October, Gyula Schopflin, described as a “highly 
intellectual Hungerian Commmist" and an enployee of Radio Budapest, 
arrived in Paris to establish "contacts" between the Hungarian Radio 
and UNESCO. Hie miasion is to explain to UNESCO that the Hungarian 
Radio "deservas support" and to outline the advantages of having a 
"eoderate radio" collaborating with the United Nations behind the Iron 
Curtain, 
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
